Discussion:

Mayor Winchester told the Council the sewer rehab would be starting on May
21%. A pre conference meeting was held yesterday and the contractors and sub
contractors are ready to get started relining several hundred feet on sewer lines.
The plans are in the office if anyone cares to look at them. Three manholes are
being rebuilt and rehabbing a couple of more. The work should cause very little
problems with the citizens because the relining process is done through the old
sewer line. Occasionally they may have to dig up an old line, but this should be a
minimum. Hopefully after completion of this project, it will help reduce the flow
of storm water and rain water into our system and make it easier on our sewer
plant operation. Hopefully we can get out from under the remainder of the
moratorium.
